A Notable Convention 
at Memphis. 


Bimetallism is Declared to 
be Unwise. 


Adoption of an Explicit Platform 
Giving Reasons for the Oppo- 
sition to Silver. 


Secretary Carlisle Addresses the 
Meeting—A Speech by Con- 
gressman Catchings, Who 
Is Made Chairman.

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) May 23.—The sound- 
money convention which met here today 


and adjourned sine die after two sessions, 


was a magnificent demonstration in sup- 
port of the financial policy of the adminis- 
tration. Six hundred delegates, repre- 
senting nearly every Southern State, made 
up the gathering, which listened to an 
argument by John G. Carlisle, against the 
‘free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1; heard speeches by Congressmen 
Patterson of Tennessee and Catchings of 
Mississippi and other ‘“sound-money” 
leaders of the South, and adopted a plat- 
form setting forth their views upon the 
question now uppermost in the public 
mind. The absence of political reférence 
in the addresses of speakers was notice- 
able. But once or twice during the after- 
noon or evening was the name of Presi- 
dent Cleveland mentioned, but on these 
occasions the crowd went wild with en- 
thusiasm. 

Upward of 3000 people were present at 
the auditorium at 2:15 o’clock when Chair- 
man W. J. Crawford called the convention 
to order. While the gathering was effect- 
ing an organization and getting down to 
business the crowd graduatly filled the 
vacant seats, and by the time Secretary 
Cartele began his address the large hall 
ws comfortably filled. Crwford, in his 
‘ecapac.ty as chairman of the Committee of 
Fifteen appointed by the Associated Mer- 
cantile Bodies of Memphis, under whose 
auspices the convention is held, called the 
meeting to order. 

Richard H. Clark of Alabama presented 
the name of Congressman Catchings for 
permanent ehairman in a peat and highly 
complimentary speech. This convention, 
he said, was an evidence that the peopie do 
not believe in débased money and do not 
want to be @ragged down to the level of 
‘Mexico and China. The people represented 


en this convention believed in the just and 


equitable use of silver as 4 money metal, 
but they would not deliver the country to 
a syndicate of mine-<owners or place in 
jeopardy the business ot the country de- 
cause of a craze, a condition of public sen- 

which he Mkened to a prairie fire 
which would feed upon chaff and soon 
burn out. The leaders in the silver move- 
ment were the men who had taken up in 
succession ail] the pok tie amd economic 
heresies that had been before the people 
in the past decade. 

The present outcry he Mkened to the 
extreme doctrines advocated by the Popu- 
lists in recent years, and their fallacies, 
he declared, would soon be buried in the 
Ocala warehouses. He urged confidence 
in the judgment and good senge of the 
Southern people. Two-thirds of the prod- 
uct of that section must be sold in foreign 
countries and paid for in the money of ths 
world. The prices of their products were 
fixed in the markets of the word, where 
no American legislation can put a ficti- 
tious value on silver. Clark eulogised 
Pre@ident Cleveland and Secretary Carb sie, 
bis remarks arousing the first outburst of 
enthusiasm of the convention. The cheer- 
ing at the mention of the President's name 
was particularly hearty and protracted. In 
conclusion he presented the name of Con- 
gressman Catchings for permanent chair- 
man of the convention, lauding the gene- 
man’s public record on the money question 
and assuring the convention of his eminent 
fitness for the position of presiding o 

The selection of Catchings was made by 
a umanimous viva voce vote and the Con- 
gressinan accepted the honor in a 
speech. He seid: 

“Gentlemen of the convention: There 
come times im the life of a man when 
words are lacking with which to express 


the emotions by which he is tncved. Such 


a time has now crossed my path. Could I 
live forever I could u express te my 
friend from Alabama the upresston which 
his warm words have left within me. 
“Gentlemen, in my tudgmeat, no cen- 
vention ever assembled “or a nobler or 
higher purpose than this. Prouzgkt to- 
gether from almest every Southera State, 
‘coming from every walk n life. represeni- 
ing as you do all vocations, industries and 
conditions in life, I Speak the truth when 
I way that not a man has come here to 
advance a personal end or a seien pur- 


pose. Believing that the free, independent 


of silver at the 16-to-1 ratio would 
‘be disastrous to all the private aml rublic 
interests, we have laid aside our private 
affairs for the time to take ccunsel to- 
gether as to what will be the best way to 
prevent it.

Epithets have been 4uried 
against us. We have been charged with 
en views which we scorn and 
disdain. It e Sad. for instance; that we 
are monometallicts. Let us here and now 
place th lie upon that charge. (Applause.) 
It bes been said, again, cht we seek 
to #0 contract the currency that prices 
will fall. Let us stamp that also asa he. 
Let us pass a series of resolutions that 
will be our decharation of fait. and then 
Challenge any man to put other words on 
our Mps. Let us, when this convention 
shall have adoptel these resolutions, ad- 
journ and go to our homes with the de- 
termination to stand by them. Let us or- 
gamize ‘ourselves into a movement min- 
. fo, delteving as 
we do, we would be recreant to our duty 
if we fatted at all times to let our views 
be known. 
“Gentlemen of the convention, we 
should take heart at the fact that our 
views are sanctioned by all the great peo- 
ple of this country outside of political 
life.

CARLISLE’S SPEECH. 

Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
convention: I congratulate myself ups 
my good fortune to have the opportanity 
to appear before this large assemblage of 
Southern business men, and I congratulate 
the people of the South upon their 1 
fortune in being able to send here 
many real representatives of their pat. 
industrial and commercial interests. 

The proposition to revolutionize our 
monetary system and thus destroy the 
credit of the government and of the pew 
ple at home and abroad: violate the obliga- 
tions of all contracts: unsettle all ex- 
changeable values; reduce the wages of 
labor; expel capital from our country, and 
seriously obstruct the trade of our pet 
ple among themselves and with the people 
of othet gountries, is one which challenges 
the intelligence, patriotism and commer 
cial honor of every man to whom it is 
addressed. No matter what may be tie 
real purpose and motives of those -@WED 
make the proposition to legalize the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at tie 
ratio of 16 to 1, these are the consequenéés 
involved in their scheme, and, in my opine 
ion, they cannot be avoided if it should 
be adopted. In no part of the country 
will the consequence of such a polley 
prove more injurious to the material in- 
terests of the people than in the une 
veloped and progressive South. 

In international trade, whether pay- 
ments are made in gold or silver cotms 
or bullion, actual intrinsic value deter 
mines the amount or quantity to be de- 
ivered, no matter what may be the legal 
tender laws of the different countries, 
even though they have the same ratios 
of value between the metals within their 
respective limits. The law of France, for 
instance, places a higher value upon sil- 
ver relatively to gold than is placed upon 
it by the laws of the United States, the 
French ratio being 15% to 1, and ours 
being 16 to 1: but ff sixteen pounds of 
our silver, coined or uncoined, were sent 
to that country to be used in the pay- 
ment of a debt or in the purchase of 
commodities it would not be accepted af 
the ratio of 15% to 1, or at the ratio of 
16 to 1 a8 compared to gold, but only at 
the ratio of about 32 to 1. Coinage is 
free in Mexico and the dollar, full legal 
tender, contain 377.17 grains of pure 
ver, while our dollar contains only 371.25 
grains of pure silver; yet Mexican silver 
dollars are sent into the United States and 
other parts of the world and sold at the 
price of the bullion in them, about ove- 
half their nominal of legal valve in their 
country. It is the metal that fixes the 
value of the coin, and not the coin that: 
fixes the value of the metal. 

The use of credit in the form of bank 
notes, checks, bills and other evidences of 
debt has so increased in modern times that 
in all highly-organized commercial com- 
munities the use of coin, except in make 
ing change, has been almost entirely dis- 
pended with.

THE TREASURY NOTES. 


While the act providing for the purchase 
of silver bullion and the issue of legal- 
tender treasury notes in payment for it 
remained in force, United States treasury 
notes were issued to the amount of 1155. 
931,000, and there were many people who 
believed that this was making a material 
and permanent addition to the volume of 
our currency, but during the same time 
the net exports of gold from this coun- 
iry amounted to $10,419,491, so that the 
real addition to our circulation accor: 
plished by the issue of nearly $156,000,000 
of new notes was about $52,500,000 during 
& period of more than three years. The 
mere apprehension that the government 
would not be able to maintain the parity 
of the two metals under the policy inaugu- 
rated by that act, not only discredited the 
new treasury notes themselves, but the 
whole volume of our currency, and gold 
went out about as fast as the new notes 
came in. 

While, therefore, it is not at all certain 
that free coinage would ultimately make 
any considerable addition to our circula- 
tion, it is absolutely certain that it would 

Ame us a depreciated and fluctuating cur- 

' Tency, and the question is whether the 
producers. of exportable articles will be 
benefited Or injured by such a result. The 
prices of exportable products are fixed in 
the foreign market, where the surplus is 
sold, in the currency of that country ac- 
cording to its nominal value there. The 
establishment of a silver standard here 
could not possibly increase the price of 
cotton or wheat or any other American 
product in Liverpool. Paris or Berlin, 
whatever effect it might have upon the 
nominal price in this country. The only 
effect would be that the exchange would 
be doubled and the pound sterling, instead 
of being worth $4.866 jn our currency as 
t is now, would be worth $9.732, and when 

r people wanted to make a remittance 
to pay a debt abroad they would have to 
pay twice as much in our money for the 
Same number of pounds as they pay now, 
while the foreigner who wanted to make 
& remittance to pay a debt here, would 
pay only half as much in his money for 
the same number of dollars as he pays 
now 


In addition to the risk of a fall in the 
price of the products abroad he must in- 
cur the risk of a rise in the price of al- 
ver between the time of his purchase and 
the time when he receives the proceeds 
of his sale, for if silver rises meantime he 
— — get back as many dollars as he 

out. 

9 silver is worth 60 cents per ounce 
the bullion contained in a silver dollar 
is worth 46.4 cents, but if the price of 
silver Should advance to 62 cents per 
ovnce, the value of the bullion contained 
‘ma silver dollar would be 48 cents, an 
in¢rease of nearly 4% per cent. The price 
of cotton or wheat will not rise in pro- 
portion to the appreciation of the dollar 
in. which it is to be paid; that is, the pur- 
ohaser for export will mot pay for it at 
the rate of 48 cents for each dollar when 
sifver is worth 60 cents an ounce, because 
he kttows that silver may rise to 61 or 
62. cents per ounce before he can sell the 
product abroad and get his money for it, 
and he knows that if this happens the gold 
he receives abroad cannot be exchanged 
tor as many silver dollars as he paid the 
preducer here. The assertion that a fall 
in prices occurred eince 1873, due to the 
appreciation of gold, is so inconsistent with 
well-known economic and historical facts 
that it seems ecarcely worth while to give 
it a serious consideration. 

I presume even the most ardent advo- 
cate of free coinage would be willing to 
admit that labor- saving machinery, exten- 
sion of railroad systems, reductions in 
freight rates, use of telegraph on land 
and cea, the applications.of electricity, the 
greatly-reduced rates of interest paid for 
the use of capital, and many other things 


have affected prices in some measure, at 


least, and yet they ignore all these great 
influences in their argument upon the sub- 
ject, and attribute the lower prices of com- 
modities to a single alleged amd inade- 
quate cause, the appreciation of gold. I 
presume, also, that our free-coinage friends 
will admit that if the change in prices has 
deen caused entirely by the appreciation of 
gold, the reduction would have affected 
edi things alike, because it cannot be de- 
mied that, in the abeence of other influ- 
ences, gold must bear the same relation 
to’ the price of one article that it bears 
to the price of another. But we do not 
find that the prices of all things have been 
reduced. 


COMPARISON OF PRICES AND WAGES. 

In 1891, 1892 and part of 1893 I had the 
hapor to serve on a sub-committee charged 
by the Senate of the United States with 
the duty of ascertaining the course of 
prices and wages of labor for as long a 
period as authentic records would enable 
us to embrace in our investigation. For 
the purposes of comparison the prices of 
commodities and the wages of labor in 
the year 1860 were adopted as the stand- 
ard, because there were no great finan- 
cial or other disturbances during the year 
and business was in a normal condition 
in all parts of the country. The commit- 
tee selected 232 articles which constituted 
the great bulk of the consumption and 
expenditures of the people. It was found 
that the prices of articles used for food, 
taking them altogether, had fallen less 
than 10 per cent since 1873, while the 
prices of clothes and clothing had fallen 
32 per cent.; fuel and light nearly 24 per 
cent.; metals and implements 35 per cent.; 
lumber and building materials near 20 per 
cent.; drugs and chemicals 31 per cent.; 
household furnishing goods, 27 per cent.; 
and miscellaneous articles 10 per cent. 
The prices for the year 1860 being taken 
as the standard were represented by 100. 
When this investigation was made, in the 
nineties, articles of food stood at 103.9, or 
mear 4 per cent. higher than in 1860: 
clothes and clothing at 81.1: fuel and 
n at 91; metals and implements, 
74.9; lumber and house-building materials 
at 122.3; drugs and chemicals at 86.3: 
housefurnishing goods, 70.1, and miscel- 
Janeous articles at 95.1. 

The prices of articles of food, the prod- 
ucts of farms, gardens, orchards and 
G@airies were about 4 per cent. higher than 
in 1860, long before the silver legislation 
mow complained of. The fall in the prices 
of these farm products since the year 
3873 has been much less than the fall in 
the prices of commodities the farmers 
have to buy, and the reductions in prices 
have not been uniform, and therefore can- 
mot be attributed to one cause, to the ap- 
Preciation of gold, for instance. Not- 
Withstanding the great increase in the pro- 
@uction of cotton and wheat, here and in 
other countries and the consequent de- 
line in their prices, a given quantity of 
either of them will now purchase in our 
markets, and in the markets abroad a 
larger share of many other useful com- 
Miodities than it would have purchased in 
or 1873, so that, in fact, as com- 

with many other things, the values 
Of cotton and wheat have appreciated. 


LABOR THE ONLY THING AFFECTED.

is true. The investigation found wages 
mearly 61 per cent. higher than in 1860, 
thirteen years before the silver legielation 
and more than 8 per cent. higher than in 
1873, when that legislation was adopted 

The policy of maintaining, or rather at- 
tempting to maintain, the so-called double 
standard never succeeded in keeping 60 
large an amount of full degal-tender l- 
ver in circulation in the world as there 
is at the present ti and one of the prin- 
cipal reasons for is that ‘the effect 
of the policy was to drive first the coins 
of oné metal and then the coins of the 
other into the coffers of the hoarders or 
into the melting pots, because they were 
undervalued in the coinage laws and would 
not remain in use as money. Official mon- 
etary statistics show that in the gold- 
standard countries of the world the stocks 
of money are much larger per capita than 
in the sllver-standard countries. In 1894 
the stock of money im the United States 
was over $25 per capita, in the United 
Kingdom nearly $20, and in Germany 
nearly $19, while in Mexico tthe per capita 
was $4.71; in Russia and Finland $8.32 
amd in China $3.26. Tie gold-s 
countries use large amounts of silver as 
money, and cannot do otherwise for 
reason I have emileavored to explain. But 
the commercial nations of the. world do 
not now require the same proportion of 
metallic money in the transaction of Uaer 
business they required a century ago. 
The credit has been vastly extended and 
the use of paper in the form of notes, 
checks and bills has almost entirely dis- 
placed “metallic money in the daily Dusi- 
ness of the people, and as long as these 
forms of credit are kept equal in value 
to the metallic standard the effect upon 
the prices of commodities is precisely the 
same as if the whole volume of circula- 
tion consisted of standard coin. 

One of ‘the most effective arguments 
made by the advocates of free coinag2 is 
that the people are in debt, and that it is 
the duty of the government to relieve them 
by such legislation as will enable them 
to procure cheap money ‘or the purpose of 
discharging their obligations. This argu- 
ment concedes that, under the proposed 
system of free coinage at the ratio of 16 
to 1, all the various kinds of currency in 
use by the people, including the silver 
dollar itself, would be worth less than it 
is now, for, of course, if this is not to be 
the result, money would be no cheaper 
than it is now. The indebtedness of the 
farmers, mechanics and other laboring 
classes of our people, although large in 
the aggregate, is quite small in com- 
parison with the whole indebtedness of 
the great railroad and manufacturing 
corporations, banks, trust companies, in- 
surance companies, building associations 
and other organizations engaged in finan- 
cial and commercial enterprises. These 
organizations are indebted to the people 
many billions of dollars, and while it is 
true that many of the people are also in- 
debted to them, their debtors and cred- 
itors are not the same persons, and 
therefore the debts cannot be set 
off against each other and extinguished 
in that y. I deny that there is 
any such thing as a distinct ‘debtor 
class” in this country, for, while nearly 
everyone owes some debts, large or small, 
nearly everyone has also some debts owing 
to him; in other words, he is both debtor 


and creditor. 
THE BANKS. | 

Fully 21,000,000 of our people, géne® 
ally poor, are at least people of moderate 
means who have given credit to these 
great corporations and companies, and, in 
my opinion, it would be a grievous wrong 
to adopt any policy which would deprive 
them of the legal right to demand and 
receive just as good money as.they parted 
with when they made the deposits in the 
banks or paid the premiume on their in- 
surance policies. The hard-earned Sav- 
ings of the poor ought not to be sacri- 
ficed to the avarice of the wealthy mine- 
owners or the ambition of aspiring politi- 
cians, and if the people who have a sub- 
stantial interest in the welfare of the 
country and a just appreciation of their 
responsibilities as citizens will exert their 
proper influence in public affairs this great 
wrong can never be perpetrated. 

The United States should go entirely 
out of tthe banking business by the with- 
drawal of its arbitrary and compulsory 
issues of notes, and afford the people an 
opportunity to supply their own cu . 
based upon thelr own means and credit, 
thus enabling every community to utilize 
its own resources when necessary and ad- 
just the cirowlatlion from time to ume to 
the actual demands of legitimate com- 
merce. Meamitiime, our highest duty ts to 

the present money in circulation 
among the people, whether dt be gold and 
silver coins, or paper based upon them, 
equal in purchasing power, so that no dis- 
crimination wil or can be made between 
those who receive silver or paper and 
those who receive gold. A great govern- 
ment should do nothing to discredit its 
own obligations or diminish the. value of 
che money in the hands of its citizens, nor 
should the people of a great country ever 
consent to the adoption of a policy through 
experimental financial legislation or other- 
wise which would vitlate the obligations 
of their contnacts, interrupt the regular 
course of their business and destroy the 
foundations upon which their industrial 
and commercial systems have been con- 
structed. 

There can be no antagonistic interest, 
no prosperity in one section of our coun- 
try at the expense of another, but we 
must all stand or fall together. So de- 
Meving, I have spoken to you today with- 
out reservation or exaggeration in behalf 
of that policy which, in my judgment, will 
most certainly promote the welfare and 
preserve the credit and honor of our whole 
country. 

At the conclusion of Secretary Carlisle's 
address there was another noisy demon- 
stration, followed by cries for Congress- 
man Patterson of Memphis. The Con- 
gressman acknowledged the compliment, 
congratulating the audience on the op- 
portunity they had been afforded to hear 
the able address of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and thanking the distinguished 
guest for the favor he had conferred upon 
the gathering. On motion of Congress- 
man Patterson the convention adjourned 
until 8 o'clock this evening. 

When the convention reassembled at 8 
p.m. Judge Rose, chairman of the Reso- 
lutions Committee, presented the follow- 
ing report, which was unanimously adopted 
without debate: 8 

The people of the Southern States who 
believe the maintenance of a sound aud 
stable currency to be essential to the 
prosperity of the whole country and the 
welfare of the people in all vocations in 
life, do, through their representatives in 
convention assembled at Memphis on May 
23, 1895, make the follpwing declaration 
of their matured convictions: 

First—Believing a uniform and certain 
standard of value necessary to the agri- 
cultural, commercial and industrial de- 
velopment and prosperity of our common 
country, we favor the maintenance of all 
our money, whether gold, silver or paper, 
on a parity to the end that each dollar, 
whatever may be its composition, shall 
have equal purchasing and debt-paying 
power with every other dollar. 
Second—profiting by the experience of 
Washington, Jefferson and Hamilton, 
and the teachings of the great students 
of monetary science from the time when 
John Locke wrote to the discussion of the 
present day, we accept the truth of the 
principle now universally recognized and 
applied in the whole world, that a bimetal- 
lic standard cannot be maintained where 
the ratio fixed by law for the coinage of 
gold and silver does not correspond with 
the market rate of the two metals, and 
that wherever and whenever the legal or 
coinage ratio varies from the market or 
commercial ratio to any appreciable ex- 
tent, the dollar, whether of gold or silver, 
which thereby becomes more valuable as 
bullion than as money, will go to a pre- 
mium and retire from circulation. We 
saw this principle applied in our own ua 
tonal experience, when under the act of 
1872, which fixed the coinage ratio at 15 
to 1, gold retired from circulation because 


of a slight decline in the price of silver in 
the open market, whereby the bullion in a 
gold dollar became worth a few cents 
more than the bullion in a silver dollar, 
and was, therefore, sold as a commodity 
because it was worth more as bullion than 
as money, and again under the act of 
1864, which fixed the ratio at 16 to 1, 
when. the silver colin retired for a -like 
reason. We are, therefore, op to 
the free, unlimited and independent coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
when the market or the commercial ratio 
is more than.30 to 1 and the difference 
between the bullion value of a gold and 
silver dollar is about 50 cents, on the 
ground that such action, instead of re- 
storing the bimetallic standard, would in- 


evitably result in silver monometallism. 


Third—At this time there is no country 
in the world which maintains the bimetal- 
lic standard, and neither is there any 
country where the free coinage of silver 
obtains which ia not on a silver basis. 
‘Bach country, on account of its inability to 
‘adopt independently any bimetallic stand- 
ard, must elect for itself which it prefers, 
the gold or the silver standard. We there- 
fore favor, in the absence of international 
co-operation, the retention and mainte- 
nance of the existing gold standard, be- 
cause a change from the gold to the sil- 
ver standard would have the effect to re- 
pudiate all public and private obligations 
to the extent of the difference between the 
bullion value of the gold and silver dollars, 
because whenever such change should be 
seriously threatened, it would cause an im- 
mediate attempt at a collection and liqui- 
dation of all debts in anticipation of the 
result it would produce; because such tran- 
sition from the gold to the silver basis 
would destroy public and private confl- 
dence and would involve the country in 
such a panic, confusion and distress that 
the products of agriculture and the wages 
of labor would be unremunerative; the 
business of commerce would become un- 
profitable, and our people engaged in in- 
dustrial occupation would be thrown out 
of employment; because there is not a 
progressive, an enlightened country in the 
world which has not elected gold as the 
preferable standard; because gold-standard 
countries retain silver in their circulation 
on a parity with gold, whereas there is 
no silver-standard country which does nor 
can utilize gold as money; because there 
is not a silver country on the globe where 
the wages of labor are sufficient to sus- 
.tain the working classes in comfort and 
independence, and, finally, because the high 
destiny of the United States demands for 
the use of the American people that money 
which experience taught mankind to be 
the best suited for the promotion of com- 
merce, the development of manufactures, 
the encouragement of labor and the ad- 
vencement of civilization. 

FourthWe would rejoice over the adop- 
tion of real bimetallism, but in view of 
the cantinued fluctuations in the price of 
silver in the open market we realize that 
it-is impossible for the United States in- 
dependently to adopt a bimetallic standard, 


and we deem ft unwise and hazardous to 


the best interests of its people for this 
country to attempt its establishment. We 
favor the policy of this country standing in 


the attitude of readiness at all times to | 


co-operate with the other powers in any 
effort they may inaugurate looking to the 
adoption of true bimetallism, but mean- 
time, and until successful operation is in- 
sured, to maintain inviolate its existing 
standard of value. 

Fifth—We favor the retention as part of 
our money the silver now coined, and in 
order to give a wider field for the use of 
silver and silver certificates below,the de- 
nomination of $10, the Secretary of the 
Treasury should be authorized by law to 
coin from time to time, as the people may 
require. them, silver dollars, until the de- 
mand of commerce for money below the 
denomination of $10 is at all times satis- 
fled. 

Sixth—We realize that our national 
banking system was adopted during a time 
of war, and that it is not adapted to ex- 
isting conditions. We therefore favor such 
legislation as will secure to the people a 
system of banking surrounded by suen 
safeguards as will at all times furnish 
them a safe, elastic and sufficient currency 
for the transaction of their -business. 

Seventh—We cannot too highly com- 
mend the unflagging courage and sturdy 
patriotism of President Cleveland in his ef- 
forts to protect the national honor and to 
maintain the public credit during a period 
of great distress and under con- 
ditions which threaten danger to both, ard 
we congratulate him and the entire coun- 
try on the evidence of returning prosper - 
ity.

Corn has suf- 
fered seriously, so that much replanting 
will be necessary, and where not injured by 
frosts its growth has been checked and 
the plant yellowed. or ‘a 
Cotton also suffered much from the unsea- 
sonably cold weather. Throughout the cot- 
ton regions the growth has been retarded, 
and coe nights have killed part of the 
crop in the Carolinas and Georgia, rendc:- 
ing replanting necessary. Spring wheat 
is reported in excellent condition, and has 
not been unfavorably affected in - North.

STREET ASSESSMENT. 

The laws governing street assessments 
are very complicated, and the Philadelphia 
lawyer ts “not in it’ with anyone who 
thoroughly understands their true inward-

ess. 

Many complaints are müde by property- 
owners because they have not been noti- 
fied of the assessments against their 
property for street improvements. No as- 
sessments are made out until the work 
has been completed to the satisfaction of 
the superintendent of streets, or City 
Council on appeal, when it is recorded 
in the assessment rolls in the street su- 
perintendent’s office. 

Extracts from secs. 8, 9 and 10 of the

“Sec. 8 After the contractor of any

„Friends“ and Enemies“ of Silver. 

(Kansas City Star:) The extreme 
free silver advocates have a good deal 
to say about “the friends of silver,” 
and “the enemies of silver,” as if thé 
voters of the United States were di- 
vided into two contending parties 
under those two designations. As a 
matter of fact the number of peope 
in the country who have an enmity 
teward silver is limited to a few 
thousand. The vast majority of the 
people are in favor of the most ex- 
tensive use of silver as money that 
is possible without throwing the en- 
tire financial system of the country on 
a silver basis and driving gold out of 
vse. The United States government 
has certainly been under the control 
of the friends of silver for the past 
seventeen years, for in that time more 
silver has been prt into use as money 
in this country than in any other 
country in the world. Since 1878 
about six bundred millions in silver 
have been added to the money of the 
United States. Thai fact is conclusive 
evidence that the administrations of 
the vast seventeen years have not 
been engaged in an effort to destroy 
silver. 

The real friends of silver are tho e 
who desire the value of a silver dol- 
lar to be maintained on a level with 
the valve of a gold dollar so that 
both may be kept in circulation. There 
is no doubt that a vast majority of 
the voters of the United States are 
friends of silver in that sense. But a 
good many men are posing as the 
friends of silver who are in favor of 
adopting a policy which will make the 
silver money now in circulation worth 
only half its present value, and of Sie- 
rificing the six hundred millions of 
gold now in the monetary system so 
that the owners.of silver bullion or 
of silver coins everywhere in the

dollars. To an upprejudiced observe- 
it would seem that these people m'ght 
with greater truth call themselves the 
friends of the owners of silver mines 
rather than the friends of silver. 
Undoubtedly, a good many of the ad- 
vocates of free and unlimited ccinige 
of silver believe that the mints could 
be onered to silver without driving 
gold from circulation,’ and most of thi; 
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ver if they believed it would place te 
country on a silver basis with the 
dollar of the United States on a level 
with the Mexican dollar. That pase 
of the money question is, ther fore, 
one which is in great need of care- 
ful consideration. Few men will pre- 
tend to be friends of silver when they 
know that they are merely friends 
of the miners of silver. 

Is it for the silver dollar and the 
maintenance of its value, or for the 
silver mine-owner that this battle is 
to be fought.

BANK EXCHANGES. Dun's Review 
has been publishing a series of daily aver- 
ages of bank exchanges. Commenting 
upon the usual method of estimating the 
increase and decrease in the banking busi- 
ness of the country, the editor of that 
publication says: 

“Bank exchanges vary in amount at 
different times and different seasons. The 
record that has been kept of these trans- 
actions has established this fact beyond 
question, and also established the fact 
that the variations follow a pretty well 
defined line. 
months in different years often include a 
different number of business days. As an 
indication of the expansion or contraction 
of business, the statement of exchanges 
in the aggregate is relatively of little 
value. By the use of the daily averages 
it is possible to make allowance for varia- 
tions that occur. The true course of ex- 
changes can thus be more nearly followed 
and changes in the business of the coun- 
try, the bulk of which is ultimately trans- 
acted through the banks, may be more 
nearly measured.“

CHEAP SALMON. Reports from Co- 
lumbia River indicate that the price of 
salmon will be lower in the near future.

The following facts from the Chronicle 
In regard to the operations of this trust 
on the Coast will be read with interest, 
not only by dealers in this section, but 
by consumers also: 

“A few months ago, when the trust 
ended its war cn the Coast, it established 
a local agency, through whose representa- 
tives nearly all of tts Western business 
was transacted. Encouragement was given 
to jobbers to driive ail outsiders out of 
business, and then the jobbers themselves 
were in turn destroyed to give the trust 
an absolute monopoly. 

“When ‘the trust this ft 
had the local market well under control, 
but opposition was created until now it 
bas assumed formidable dimensions. The 
trust has withdrywn ts agency here and 
relies for trade in this market chiefly upon 
fts own Eastern representaitives who are 
sent to the Coast. Its patrons have 
dropped away until only two remain. 

“Local dealers have been unable to com- 
bat with them, as the trust has succeeded 
in absorbing most of the concerns which 
deal in tbe finest goods: If the great mo- 
nopoly ends in @sruption, an exception- 
aly important (nfluence wil be exercised 
upon prices here in this field. Local and 
Coast bouses have given every encourage- 
ment to Eastern manufacturers outside of 
the trust. and leltest reports indicate that 
they will win the fight which be sure to 
be projected by the quarrel of the mem-

However perfectly the system of govern- 
ment ownership of railroads may work in 
New Zealand, those who advocate the 
adoption of such a system in the United 
States should remember that this prob- 
lem, like many others, is a very different 
one to solve in such small countries as 
Belgium and Switzerland, and in 
euch small and new and thinly-set- 
tled countries as New Zealand, to what it 
would be in this vast country, with its 
enormous network of railway systems, 
each with a complicated debt. The ques- 
tion of acquiring the railroads of the 
United States is one that may well cause 
the most aembitfous and sanguine social 
reformer to hesitate—except, of course, 
the Populists, but then they belong to that 
class of people who, we are told, “rush 
whore cages four to tread.”’

The Sun on Wines. 


NEW YORK, May 23.—The Sun says 
editorially: ‘‘The Sun never spoke of any 
California claret in terms like those used 
by the San Francisco Examiner. It tells 
us a thing which we had before heard of, 
but were unwilling to mention until 
we got proof of it, and this is 
that the greatest sinners in the case 
are certain big wine dealers of Cali- 
fornia who load the claret with salicyc- 
He acid until it is unfit to drink and who, 
‘buying poor stuff and good stuff indis- 
criminately, blend and fake and sophisti- 
cate them for the Eastern market,’ mean- 
while selling this fraudulent claret at far 
more than its proper price. It is un- 
Pleasant news. We do not- believe that 
the Examiner would unnecessarily scare 
consumers of any California clarets sent 
here, but we would not be surprised if 
some of the consumers wefe to get scared 
at its words. 

They ought hereafter to be very care- 
ful about the claret they may buy. It 
would be well for wholesale dealers to 
have every barrel tested by a trustworthy 
chemical expert in wines and to affix 
a certificate of genuineness and sound 
quality to every bottle they may sell to 
their customers. Otherwise the trade 
here will be endangered. As the Exam- 
iner says, the truth in 4 matter of this 
kind ought to be spoken with a perfect 
plainness. 

We believe that plenty of unadulter- 
ated claret, honest and excellent of its 
kind, is made in California and sold there 
at a fair price. But we are also forced 
to believe that within a year or two much 
over-doctored and unwholesome claret has 
been sent out of the State and disposed 
of in this part of the country. There 
must be an end to this kind of thing. 
The big wine fakers of San Francisco 
who fake the claret for Eastern consump- 
tion will bring ruin upon the wine trade 
of California if a stop be not put to their 
taking.“

can workman with 50-cent dollars; that is 
to cut down his wages one-half, while 
increasing hie Hving expenses, as meas- 
ured by his depreciated wages, 100 per 
cent., or thereabout. It is surprising that 
60 respectable a journal as the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle is found eupporting a prop- 
osition so manifestly unfair, not to say 
fraudulent. 

But the most striking point is the con- 
tession that the adoption of free-silver 
coinage would place this nation upon an 
exclusive silver basis, and debase our 
coinage in euch manner as to place us 
nominally on a level with China, in order 
that our artisans may compete with those 
of the Orient. The advocates of Silver 
monometalltem have not heretofore gone 
so far as that. 

This talk that the decrease in our ex- 
ports to China is due to the fact that 
China ie on a silver basis is nonsensical. 
It is a well-known fact that large quan- 
tities of cotton-~manufacturing machinery 
have been purchased and set up in China 
and Japan within the few years last past. 
These mills are now ain operation, and 
are beginning to supply the demands of 
the far East for cotton fabrics. The in- 
dustry is rapidly increasing, especially in 
Japan, and the Bastern countries will very 
soon be unloading their products upon 
Europe and America at unheard-of prices, 
unless they be kept out by tariff restric- 
tions. But their low prices will not be 
altogether the outgrowth of silver cur- 
rency. Wages in both China and Japan 
have for ages been so low that Cauca- 
sians dould not and would not compete 
with them. If the currency of China were

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Quite a spirited discussion has deen 
going on for some weeks past on the sub- 
joct of the “individual” system of teach- 
ing in thé Los Angeles schools. The sys- 
tem. which aims to provide each scholar 
with more personal attention from the 
teacher, Was introduced in the schools by 
Prof. Search, though this system is not, as 
many suppose, original with him. There 
was a loud outcry from the teachers 
against the innovation, which they de- 
clared made it impossible for them to get 
their work done in the allotted time, and 
the School board ordered the practice dis- 
continued. It is evident there are quite a 
large number of people in Los Angeles 
who do not disapprove of the system, 
which fact has been brought out plainly by 
communications that have been sent to 
the press, by public dscusslons and by 
a consensus of private opinions. 

It cannot be gainsaid that the public 
school system, in which patriotic Ameri- 
dans justly take so much pride, is 
by mo means perfect. The drawbacks 
which attach to its method of edu- 
eating the young are more or les 
inseparable from any system which 
places under the charge of one teacher— 
who may or may mot take an inferest in 
the work—large groups of children in all 
Stages of mental and moral developement— 
children good and bad, studious ami intel-

An esteemed correspondent wants to 
know to whom, in case we adopt silver 
monometallism, the bankers will sell their 
gold tor double ita legal-tender value,” 
and of whom they will buy silver “at half 
the price allowed for it at the United 
States mints.“ There will be no difficulty 
whatever in selling the gold to European 
purchasers and buying silver in return, on 
a commercial or bullion basis of about 32 
to 1. The silver of the whole world would 
eagerly seek our shores to be coined into 
dollars nominally worth their bullion 
value, and our gold would flow out in a 
rapid stream to pay for it on the bullion 
basis. 

The same correspondent asks if Mr. Car- 
lisle doesn’t contradict himself when he 
states that “the currency will be con- 
tracted by the retirement of the $625,000,- 
000 in gold, which is also to be used to 
purchase twice as much silver to circulate 
in its place.” Certainly not. The silver 
purchased would not be available for cur- 
rency until it had been coined into dol- 
lars, and as the present capacity of our 
mints is only $40,000,000 per year, there 
would be a great scarcity of. money until 
the dollars could be ground out. . True, 
we might increase the capacity of o 
‘mints, but that would take time 
money, and we should be short: on

Senator Stephen M. White Is the 
Only Living Executor—Young

A special dispatch from San Diego to 
The Times ays that Receiver O’Conor of 
the Consolidated National Bank discovered, 
yesterday, among some old papers of the 
bank, a sealed envelope marked ‘Last will 
amd testament of John G. Downey.” It 
was at once, conjectured that this was a 
most 1 t document relating to the 
estate of ex-Gov. Downey, who was sup- 
posed to heave died intestate in March, 
2 J. Dowtiey Harvey of San Francisco 

is administrator of the large property left 
by Gov. Downey. The inscriptiom om the 
envelope containing the will és in the 
handwriting of B. F. Spence who was a 
bank officer in San Diego fifteen years ago

Upon opening the document it was found 
to have been. drawn in 1877. Senator 
Stephen M. White of Los Angeles is the 
only living executor named in the will. It 


has been currently reported the present 
administrator of J.

As the estate amounts to about $500,000, 
importance is attached to the will. 

The dispatch added that the will would 
‘be forwarded to Senator White instead of 
‘the Probate Court, Inquiry at the house of 
Senator White last night elicited the fact 
that he had gone out of the city, presum- 
ably to San Diego, to take charge of the 
important find 

Maj. J. Downey Harvey, the administra- 
tor of his uncle’s estate, has been in Los 
Angeles since Wednesday, and is quartered 
at the Westminster. When shown the dis- 
patch from San Diego last night, announc- 
ing the finding of the will, he exhibited 
little surprise, for he had already a ap- 
prised by private wire of the fact

The Peanut Crop. 
Wannen for The Times.] 

The Western farmer should not fail to 
make the peanut one of his general cropr. 
This succulent nut thrives well under ir- 
rigation, and produces abundant returns 
of both nuts and forage. The peanut 
crop » valuable if properly handled, and 
will soon become the leading product of 
the small farms in the arid West. It is 
suitable to @ sandy coll, requires but 
little cultivation or irrigation, and can 
be grown us @ second crop in many locall- 
ties. Those who have supposed that the 
nut was hard to grow should try a small 
patch as an experiment, and they will 
always grow. the goobers“ for market, 
the children and for the hogs and stock. 

A warm, sandy soil is the most suitable 
place for The land should be 
plowed deep, harrowed well and thoroughly 
leveled befors the planting. Peanuts are 
much the same nature of the common peas 
or beans, and sbeuld be planted about 
a similar depth. Shrallow rows, about 
two feet apart, should be furrowed out, 
and the nuts, after being shelled, should 
be planted, two in a hill, with the hills 
about one foot apart in tho row. Cover 
lightly with a garden-plo or hoe, and 
leave the nuts to germinate. Warmth and 
moisture will cause the eeeds to sprout 
within a very few days. Do not irri- 
gate the plants when young, as the growth 
will be stumted and the yield decreased. 

When the plants are large enough, cul- 
tivation should begin between the rows.“ 
Do not distur} the roots by plowing or 
hoeing tod close to the plants. Cultivate two 
or three the soll up 
to the plants. Do not be alarmed when 
the blossoms appear and be misied into 
the idea that they must be covered. 
Small roothets shoot out from 3 


ing. Keep water away from, the hills 
and vines. The moisture should come 
a long tap root, which goes down 
t one foot. 

The crop should be cultivated about 
three times. Never plow, hoe or disturb 
be vines when they are wet with dew or 
as it causes rust and makes the 
4 failure. Use the water in irrigat- 
ing very sparingly, and do not irrigate 
until the vines blossom. When the crop 
fs fully matured, which is shown by the 
decaying of the vines, the nuts may be 
harvested. Take hold of the vines with 


up to 
in the rows for three or four days and 
then haul to shelter, where the nuts 
can be picked off by hand at.any time. 
The vines make excellent feed for sheep 


and cows. 
Peanuts are of two varieties, though 
there are several different names of those 


classes. The upright vines grow some- 
thing similar to the Irish potato, while 
the’ resemble the sweet-potato 
vine, In both varieties the nuts grow 
upon small fibers that put out from the 
body of the vine and take root in the 
ground, ‘The upright variety grown for 
market is composed, principally, of the 
small white Spanish nut. This is very 
rich and is used extensively in confec- 
tionery. All this variety can be cul- 
tivated by the plow exclusively. The 
peanut of commerce the large white or 
red variety—grows on the running vine. 
This sometimes requires the placing of 
a few shovelfuls of the soll on the vines 
to keep them down so that the fibers 
will take root. 

The time for planting peanuts varies ac- 
cording to latitude and the altitude of 
the valleys in which*they are planted. 
In most sections April is a good month, 
but the crop will usually mature if planted 


as late as the middle of June. ‘The 
nuts are good Taw roasted.

The Fruit Outlook. 


(Oroville Register:) T. B. Hutchins, one 
of the leading fruit-growers of the county, 
does not believe this State will have any- 
thing like the quantity of fruit that many 
papers have represented it would have. 
He has made a personal inspection of 
many orchards in Butte, Yuba and Sutter 
counties and says that what affects one 
district usually affects the whole State. 
The cool, cloudy and rainy weather has not 
been good for the young fruit on the trees. 
He says continuous warm, sunsghiny 
weather is needed for a peach, plum, prune 
or almost any other deciduous fruit while 
in bloom and afterward. cool and 
rainy weather sets in the growth in many 
instances is checked, and when once a 
peach or prune stops growing it is good-by 
to the fruit. It will hang on for a little 
while, but in the end dt will fall off, leav- 
ing a very short c He adds t the 
hotter the weather the better will be the 
peach and prune crop, for then the fruit 
continues growing from the time it is 
formed until it is ripe. In Sutter the 
high water in the rivers has caused much 
seepage water in the orchaMs along the 
river, and he believes that the big 
there will not only have Mmited crops, 
but there will be many trees die this 


summer. 

Taking the three counties named, he 
estimates that apricots will not be over 
one-third of a crop, cherries a third, 
prunes from a third-to a half-crop, al- 
monds not a heavy crop, peaches only a 
fair crop at best, and Bartlett pears prac- 
tically no crop at all. The peaches would 
have been a héavy crop had not curl leaf 
set in so bad, but this will cause the loss 
of a great deal of fruit. As there are some 
varieties that will not curl, these will bear 
heavily. In Butte, as most of the peach 
orchards are young, four, five and six- 
year-old trees, he is confident that the 
crop will be heavier than where the 
orchards are older, for a young peach 
tree will bear under unfavorable condi- 
tions where older trees would have no 
crop at all. He says the fruit-growers of 
this county will probably realize more 
money this year from their reduced ‘crop 
than they did last year from a full crop, 
for prices are sure to be high, the railroad 
service will be much better, and if fruit 
goes through to Chicago in five days with 
ventilator cheap serv er will

Ten Acres Enough. | 

(Oroville Register:) To insure success 
fm fruit-growing, don’t plant over ten 
acres. The man who sets out a dig or- 
chard always runs in debt ere his trees 
come into bearing, and then has a hard 
struggle for years ere his orchard is paid 
for. The man who plants but five or ten 
acres manages to hold his own, and when 
his trees begin bearing he can handle the 
fruit at a smaller profit than the man who 
must hire his help and pay interest.

Watercress Culture. 

(American Cultivator:) The cultivated 
cresses are larger and superior in flavor 
to those grown wild, and the market for 
the improved sort is good. Wherever there 
is a good swamp with a fresh-water brook 
flowing through it on the farm, water- 
cresses should be cultivated as a side crop, 
and if the markets are near by, quite a 
little income can made from the crop. 
The method of culture is simple, although 
it requires considerable initial labor to 
start the beds. 

The swamp should first be cltared of the 
trees and bushes as much as possible, and 
then be cut up into ditches running par- 
allel to each. other and at right angles. 
Bach ditch should be about four feet wide 
and two feet deep. A space between the 
ditches should be left on either side large 
enough for a man to pass along to gather 
the crop. Cross ditches should intersect 
these parallel ones about every twenty 
feet. All of the ditches should start from 
the head of the brook, and the fall in 
them should be very slight, so that the 
water will flow away very slowly: If one 
end of the swamp is much lower than an- 
other the depth of the ditches should vary 
just enough so that the water will be 
kept distributed evenly through them. 

Everything depends upon having the 
water under control. If the swamp is low 
on one side the mud from the 4@itches 
should be thrown up to form an embank- 
ment. At the lowest point a dam should 
be constructed to let off the water when 
needed. In the 8 and fall the water 
will collect too rapidly, and it will be 
necessary to drain off considerable of the 
surplus, and a good dam will then fully 
pay for itself. . x | 

When the ditches are all ready the 
cresses should be planted in the bottom 
of them by securing cuttings from old 
beds. The cuttings can often be taken 
from wild cresses in some neighboring 
swamp. They will improve in flavor and 
quality under their new conditions. They 
can also be raised from seeds, and the 
seeds are sown broadcast into the ditches. 
The cuttings are pushed into the muddy 
bottam about a foot apart each way. They 
will in a season spread all over the bot- 
tom and form a complete mass of green. 
In the winter and early spring the plants 
are harvested for the market. In doing 
this care must be taken not to destroy 
the plants, but simply to cut off the edible 
part and leave the roots growing. 77 
harvester should take a bunch in the le 
hand, and then with a sharp knife cut 
off the stalks about four inches down. The 
plants should not be pulled. The cresses 
are packed usually in half-peck baskets, 
which in turn are packed in crates. In 
winter these baskets sometimes sell as 
high as $1 apiece. This is the most 
profitable time to gather the cresses for 
market. 


A Citrus Experiment. 

(Pomona Progress:) H. M. Loud will 
attempt an experiment in citrus-fruit 
culture that will be watched with interest 
by fruitmen in all parts of the country. 
He has contracted for 3000 grape-fruit 
nursery trees for planting this spring. 
This fruft has become the article in the 
Eastern markets, bringing a higher price 
than any other citrus. fruit, and it is a 
well-known fact that every grape- fruit 
tree in Florida has deen killed outright 
by the cold weather of the past season. 
Mr. Loud thinks that Southern California 
should supply the Eastern market with 
this’ fruit, and sees an opportunity that 
he has been quick to grasp. 


Tokays as Wine Grapes. 

(Woodland Mail:) During the past sea- 
gon the Yolo winery manufactured, prin-| 
cipally as an experiment, about twenty- 
five hundred gaMons of Tokay wine. The 
Tokay grapes have heretofore been out of 
favor with winemakers, because they do 
not yield an equal quantity with some of 
the recognized wine-grapes. The Tokay 
wine manufactured by the Yolo winery 
this year was shipped to New York and 
sold in open auction, where the handsome 
price of 40 cents per galion was realized. 
This is far above the figures realized of 
late for the best qualities of California 
wines and gives great encouragement to 
the local winemakers. It 10 probable 
that, during the coming season a large 
quantity of Tokay grapes will be crushed 
here. The opening of this new channel 
for the consumption of the Tokay grape 
will have the direct effect of etiffening

ECHO PARK TO HAVE A BOATHOUSE 

The Board of Park Commissioners met 
in regular session yesterday morning, 
Mayor Rader presiding, and all the mem- 
bers, with the exception of Commissioner 
Post, being present. : 

After the minutes had been read and ap- 
proved the proposition of Newell & Mc- 
Killip to lease the privilege of running a 
soda water, ice cream and cigar stand 
at the Westlake boathouse for two years, 


dt an annual rental of $60 was taken up. 


Commissioner Cross expressed the opin- 
fon that the public were pretty well pro- 
vided for in the matter of refreshments 
already, there being a number of such 
stands outside the park. 

Mayor Rader, however, was of the 
Opinion that such a stand as that pro- 
posed would be a great convenience to 
patrons of the boathouse, many of whom 
wanted some refreshment after their exer- 
tions on the lake. He did not think, 
though, that the board ought to allow 
tables and chairs to be placed in front of 
the stand, nor was he in favor of per- 
mitting the sale of cigars there.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


The Improvements Being Made on 
Sweetwater Dam. 

SAN DIEGO, May 23.— (Special Corre- 
spondence.) Wednesday was a red-letter 
day at Sweetwater dam. A special train 
carried 150 of the foremost citizens of 
the county and nation to view the gigantic 
reservoir and note the extensive improve- 
ments of this large irrigation system now 
going on under the management of the 
San Diego Land and Town Company. The 
face of the dam is being raised five feet. 
R. Keatinge of the contracting firm of 
Keatinge, Leonard & Ransome of San 
Francisco has charge of the cement work 
of this great dam. H. N. Savage is the 
chief engineer. Mr. Savage states that 
the increased height of the dam will in- 
crease the storage capacity of the reser- 
voir fully one-third, or 2,000,000,000 gal- 
ions, making the total storage capacity 
8,000,000,000. A turbine wheel at the foot 
of this dam will have a possible capacity 
of 5000 horse power and upwards at prac- 
tically no expense. This gives the Sweet- 
water system possibilities of supplying 
San Diego county with a vast power at a 
minimum cost. Improvements of this sys- 
tem now being made will cost $150,000, 
and will greatly increase its efficiency. 
Larger waste weirs are being constructed 
at the dam, which it is believed will be 
sufficient to cope with any emergency 
arising from unexpected floods. Th. Land 
and Town Company wil]! plant 500 acres 
to lemons this year. The company now 
has thousands of acres of the most at- 
tractive lemon groves to be found ahy- 
where in Southern California. President 
Cheney of this company, who is also chair- 
man of the board of directors of the Santa 
Fe system is expected to arrive here 
within a few days. Among the visitors 
to the dam on Wednesday were: United 
States Senator Roger Q. Mills, Congress- 
man W. W. Bowers, Gen. Eli H. Murray, 
the New York ca lists, T. R. Lombard 
and Edgar W. Scott, Mayor Carlson, As- 
semblyman Guy, J. W. Sefton, Capt. Car- 
rington, U.S. A., President R. M. Powers of 
the Merchants’ National Bank, Judge John 
D. Works, President Morse and Secretary 
Young of the Chamber of Commerce, Post- 
master R. V. Dodge, F. 8. Plimpton. 
Heber Ingle, Warren and Frank Kimball, 
Superintendent E. A. Hornbeck ot the 
National City and Railroad had per- 
sonal charge of the highly pleasing ex- 


eursion. 
The water question is on again. On 
Wednesday the Common Council agreed 


to advertise for bids for a water supply 
of 1000 inches and.a distributing system. 
This body also resolved to visit the pro- 
posed reservoir sites of the several pro- 
posed systems and see for gthemselves 
what the situations offer. Gen. Eli H. 
Murray submitted a letter to the Oounci! 
saying that the Pine Valley Consolidated 
Water and Land Company is ready to 
bid for a city water contract. Gen. Mur- 
ray’s letter included a letter from Thomas 
R. Lombard of New York. saying that 
the cash necessary for building a water 
system for San Diego was at Gen. Mur- 
ray’s command. The reopening of the 
water campaign is auspicious. San 
Diegans certainly want to own the city 
water supply and distributing system. 
That fact has been conqusively demon- 
strated by a general expression of public 
opinion. The new City Council are said 
to be “progressionists,”” and it is gen- 
erally. believed that the first duty of a 
San Diego “progressionist’” is to seek a 
city water supply and distributing sys- 
tem. Water is the leading question of 
the day here. It even takes precedence 
over paper railroad projects.
